Asiutics in 
the British Colonies acctug as far from 4 
solution as ever, Vague hopes were 
entertained that some 
diffieully would be found through discussions | 
at the Colonial Conference ; but the nature 
of the subject is auch that it seems ico poss- 
“~~ jble for any general understanding, which’ 
will be satisfactory and will prove of a 
workable nature, being arrived al, The 
difficulty is accentuated very much. by the 
“fact that the Colonies ure not disposed to 
recognise any distinction between Astatics 
.who happen to ‘be British subjects and 
. those who are vot. In one point of view 
this is of course justifiable It is not the 
political nationality that Colonists object 
to, but the individuals thomselves, An 
Indian or a Chinaman is disliked not 
because he belongs to India or to China, 
but because he belongs to a race who hive 
. different habits tv Europeaua and whose 
life doéa not fit in with that of 
European Communities. But of course the 
chief objection to the Asiatic is that he is a 
‘ wevere, competitor with Europeans in many 
> palks of life. He keeps down the price— 
not of “usauco"—but of labour and of 
trade profits aud is consequently oy 
unpopular in our Colonies as Suytocn was 
in Venice. Unfortunately in addition to 
thia chjection to bim, there is the undeniable 
fact that the habite of life of most Asiatice 
‘are uot such ay commend themelvaa 10 the 
average whita man.

| compete, will regard the matter in this 


light, and the voice of the working mun is 
all powerful in taoat of the Colonies, and 
has, therefore, to be taken as finally decid- 
ing the question, so long as the right 
of Colonies to complete self-government is 
recognised, ay it crust | be, in . the 
present day, as a fondamental principle. 
If, therefore, the Colonies set their backs up 
ayainst the admisaion of Asiatics, ib is 
certainly, difficult to wee how the Home 
Government can say ther “* Nay.” 

There has heen no little feeling evoked 
in Ragland in consequence of the Transvaal 
passing & measure with a view to oxcluding 
Asiatica from that Colony and the course 
adopted ix cousidered to be a special 
grievance in respect to natives of India, 
who are British subjects. 
overlooked that a precisely similar measure 
was long ago passed in the Cape Colony 
and is the. Inw there ut the present time. 
Phere is, therefore, nothing special in the 
action of the Transvaal, and much more bas 
beon wade of the matter than it really 
deserves. It ia only ons instance among 
many. that have occurred of the assertion of 
inherent dielike which is felt. in moat Colonies 
agninst persons of -Asintic birth settling 
down amongst them, . This question is 
diferont in many respects fiom that of 
having . Asiatica indentured to perform 
special work nud under epecial conditions; 
which, though a great deal has been sid 
agninat it, without in reality much reason, 
ja on the whole the bese and the most 
logical way in. which such persons can he 
admitted. So long as there is a real 
demand’ for Chinese labour at the Rand 
mines it would manifestly bo absurd to 
‘prohibit it under avch restriction ay muy 
rensonably be, imposed. It is, however, a 
different thing to admit Asialics into the 
Colonies to settle dywa aud become an 
integral part of them, and it is to this that 
the Colonies yory strongly object. ' The posi- 
tion of the Home Geverament in regard to 
the question is thus a difficult one. It is, nv 
doubt, a departure from recognised principles 
thut any British subjects: ~as the people in 
India are—should. be excluded from any 
British Colony werely upon the ground of 
their colour. This is the form in which the 
matter is usually put, but tt is not a trus 
stateniont of the ease; and derives much. of 
ite force from being in the nature of 8 
“catchword.” In one sense it is true; but 
in another very misleading. If the Indian 
were as touch fairer 18 he is darker thao 
Europeans be would be equally objected 
‘to if he lived in the same way that he does, 
had the same habits, was in the same degree 
unsuitable socially, und above all spent so 
little for food and lodging that he ‘can 
compete inost seriously with Europeans. 
The Colonies have manifeatly the right to 
at least a full hearing as to whether 
auch persona should. be received ° as 
fellow citizens, especially ag when once 
they begin to come, they soon augment 
their numbers to a very considerable extent. 
The. idea of totully excluding them may 
ba considered going too far in the preset 
daya of liberajiem in respect to international 
mattera; but that their immigration must 
ba regulated to’ some extent will be con- 
ceded by all. The practical question, there- 
fore, resolves itsclf. into what extent 
exclusive measures may be legitimately 
adopted—and thia can only be left to the 
decision of each colony cencerned. Astime 
goes on it iv likely that the Colonies them- 
selves will take a more liberal view of the 


subject than can be expected of them while, 


their own white population is comparatively 
small, The demand for labour must always 
be. large in countries which have tobe 
developed aud opened up—and they -ma: 
find that the advantages to be obtained 
from men who can do effective work in this 
direction will in a great degree compensate 
for such digadvantages as: attach to the 
presence of an alien race. In the meantime, 
however, while opinion in the Colonies is 
such as it is at the present time, any 
attempt to force them to ach contrary to 
their own Convictions would be a serious 
mistuke—and might ia some instances lead | 
to go much ill-feeling as te threaten a dis- 
ruption from the central Authority. Ic will 
therefore, ba wise for the Home Goveérn- 
ment, who may naturally take a different
